Bomb threat, extortion plot 
cause scary two hours

A busy downtown block became a scene of high 
tension, a “very large’' sum of money that may have 
been $100,000 was i*ecovered and a young man will be 
charged today after Victoria’s second bank -manager 
extortion plot in T2 days held hundreds in suspense for 
almost two hours Thursday afternoon. 

Victoria police wer< reluc¬ 
tant to discloee many detaiis 
of the dramatic crime, which 
began with delivery of a sus¬ 
pected bomb and a letter of 
instructions to .manager Ed¬ 
gar McBride of the Toronto- 
Dominion Bank at Fort and 
Douglas and endeo with a det¬ 
onation at Clover'Point. 

The main police statement 
was that a man aged about 25 
had been picked up and would 
be charged this morning in 
Victoria Provincial Court. 
Other sources filled in many 
details, including a report the 
man was not from the Vic¬ 
toria ui'ea. 

No one was hurt in the en¬ 
tire incident, but the bank, 
the CP Air centre ana' offices 
immediately a6ovc them In 
the Bentall Building were eva¬ 
cuated — and police crouched 
behind cars in the key mo¬ 
ments when the CFB Esqui- 
malt bomb squad took the su¬ 
spected bomb from the bank. 

Police said the drarna 
began shortly after 2:30 p.ni. 
when a man delivered a pack¬ 
age to the hank: lliey safd it 
contained a threat that a 
bonV) would blow up In the 
bank unless a sum of nioney 
was delivered to a nearby 
place. 

Detective division head In¬ 
spector Richard Ward, said a 
sum of money was “tran¬ 
sported outside" the bank. 
Soon after, possibly about an 
hour after the T>ackage had 
reached the bank, a man was 
picked up near the Vancouver 
island Conch Lines denot with 
“a very large" sum of money. 

Piilice declined comment on 
such questions as the amount 
of money taken outside, the 
transfer point anddhe identity 
of the man who delivered the 
package. But other sources 
added these details: 

The package was left on the 
bnnk's fi'ont counter. It was 
marked for the manager and 
taken to him by an employee. 
McBride later said it was an 
old brown briefcase. 

It contained a handwritten 
letter of instructions and a 
small cardboard box. The let¬ 
ter ar)[)arently said the box 
contained a bomb and in¬ 
structed McBride to take 
money — persistent rep«>rfs 
.said the sum meotrit'ned was 
$100,000 - to S neaihy spot. 

McBride began to obey the 
instructions and was reported 
.near the end of the >ob when 
another bank official became 
suspicions and began moving 
the staff of 23 out of the bank. 
By then It was close to 3 p.m. 

McBrid?. a 36-ycar banker 
who became manager of the 
Fort-Douglas branch almost 
two years ago walked south 
on Douglas. Sources said he 
left the package on nr near 
the parking lot of the Strath- 
cona Hotel, across the street 
and a block south of the bank. 
Then he returned to the hank. 

When police were notified 
was not clear, but it was

OTTAWA (CP) ~ Some 600 
employees of the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Mint in Ottawa. Huh. 
tjue., and Winnipeg walked 
off the job Thursday after¬ 
noon in their first legal strike. 

A Public Service Alliance 
s|x>kesman said the Ottawa 
and Hull employees walked 
out about 4 p.m. EST and the 
Wlnnif>eg workers followed 
shortly after. The alliance 
represents the employees. 

G. W. Hunter, master of the 
mint, said the day shift left at 
4 p.m. and the night shift did 
not show up and the Ottawa 
mint would have to close 
down as it could not operate 
without the alliance workers. 

As well as producing Cana¬ 
dian coinage, already in short 
supply in some areas, the 
mint makes mea!als and coins 
for several foreign countries 
and such things as the Olym¬ 
pic coins, now being sold to 
help finance the Olympic 
Games at Montreal. 

Hunter said the mint, which 
is a crown coriwration, was 
ready to continue negotiations 
but the union broke off talks 
earlier in the day. 

Money is a key issue, with 
the alliance asking for salary 
increases of between 22 i>er 
cent and 25 per cent for the 
first year, an alliance sinkes- 
man said. The union wanted a 
similar Increase in the second 
year or a cost-of-living allow-

The bomb experts weren't 
British Tommies but Canadi¬ 
an Forces servicemen. 

But the fear that a bomb 
had been left in a package in 
the manager's office at a 
dowTitown hank was real. 

Hundreds people watched 
at Douglas and Fort as the 
Iwmb experts inched a possi¬ 
bly explosive package from 
the Toronto-Dominion Bank, 
1060 Douglas, into a waiting 
bomb-disposal vehicle. 

The unit then rushed south 
on Douglas, accompanied by 
fine and police vehicles, to 
Clover Point. 

It was met there by an am¬ 
bulance. 

At 5:26 p.m.. an explosion 
e<*hoed from near army vehi¬ 
cles parked near the sewage 
outfall at Clover Point. 

Onlookers held back at 
Dallas Uuad by police had 
come expecting to see a bomb 
light up the dark, snowy 
skies. 


Later, disappointed, they 
drifted back to their cars and 
home to dinner. 

But one, who stayed longer, 
observed, “It's hard to be¬ 
lieve all this is happening in 
Victoria." 

A policeman nearby pre¬ 
dicted it was just the start of 
many such incidents. 

The bomb experts later re¬ 
fused to confirm w’hether the 
explosion was from a bomb or 
their own attempt to detonate 
contents of a cardboard box 
taken from the bank an hour 
earlier. 

One of three bomb e.xperts 
at Clover Point said the noise 
was “the suspected bomb.” 

A police spokesman at the 
scene refused to comment fur¬ 
ther, stating the contents of 
the box would all be evidence. 

A later search of the circu¬ 
lar driveway near where the 
bomb-disposal unit was 
{)arked turned up pungent cor¬ 
dite-smelling shredded card¬ 
board. 

The tension that gripped 
downtown Victoria and later 
Clover Point began sometime 


after 2:30 p.m. when a young 
man delivered an old- 
fashioned briefcase and letter 
to bank manager Edgar 
McBride. 

McBride refused to state 
the "instructions” of the let¬ 
ter or his lections followiog its 
receipt. 

Around 3 p.m. the bank's 23 
employees, along with the five 
employees of the neighboring 
CP Air offices, were evacuat¬ 
ed. The floors directly above 
the bank in the Bentall Build¬ 
ing were emptied. 

Police arrived shortly after¬ 
ward. 

At 3:30 p.m. police began 
clearning sidewalks bordering 
the bank and diverting traffic. 

Around 3:50 p.m.. the bomb 
disposal unit arrived from 
CFB Esquimau. 

A book and shield, a protec¬ 
tive unit on wheels allowing 
bomb removal experts to 
move in close, was set up in¬ 
side the bank. 

The shelter was inched into 
McBride's office in a far

The federal government 
agreed Thursday to meet Pre¬ 
mier Barrett and Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald next 
week for further discussion of 
natural gas resource taxes, 
and the premier will unveil 
this morning his proposed for¬ 
mula for settling the federal- 
provincial dispute over re¬ 
source taxation. 

A Prince George newspaper 
Thursday quoted an uniden^ 
tified government source as 
saying the premier would 
suggest 'a thi*ee-way split of 
resource tax revenue among 
the federal and. provincial 
governments and ihe munici¬ 
palities in which the resources 
are located. 

The premier and the attor¬ 
ney-general both declined 
comment. There were indica¬ 
tions of discreet efforts to find 
the source of the report. 

Barrett announced later :n 
the day that he end Attomev- 
General Macdonald would 
meet in Ottawa next week 
with acting Prime Minister 
C. M, Drury and federal En¬ 
ergy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald. 

All the premier had said 
earlier was that he would hold 
a press conference at 9:30 
a.m. today and put forward 
“a compromise proposal de¬ 
signed to resolve the urgent 


problems in B.C.’s natural 
gas industry arising from the 
federal government's budge¬ 
tary resolution nine." 

Budgetary resolution nine 
gives the federal government 
the authority to determine for 
income tax purposes what the 
fair market value of gas is, 
whether or not the producer 
actually receives that price. 

In effect, resolution nine 
means that Ottawa could tax 
the producer of gas at the 
price his gas had been sold by 
the B.C Petroleum Corpora¬ 
tion, less the price of trans- 
iwtation. A producer could 
be taxed, not on the' price he 
receives for his product, but 
on the price a wholesaler re¬ 
ceives for has product. 

If the unidentified official is 
correct, it would be the fir.st 
time in B.C. that any munici¬ 
pality had been permitted to 
share a natural resource tax. * 

There are cases of munici¬ 
palities sharing revehue from 
natural resources on munici¬ 
pally-owned land, an official 
in the municipal affairs- de¬ 
partment said, but no cases of 
municipalities being allowed 
to share in taxes raised from 
private production. 

"Many municipalities have 
been clamoring for such a 
tax-sharing formula for a long 
time,” he said.

VANCOUVER (CP) - Ex¬ 
treme cold weather in British 
Columbia's natural gas fields - 
and mechanical problems 
have cut gas exports to the 
United States northwest in 
half. 

Northwest Pipeline Corp. of 
Salt Lake City, Utah, the 
wholesale buyer from West- 
coast Transmission Co. Ltd., 
estimated that the fuel deliv¬ 
ered Thursday was dowm to 
400 million cubic feet from the 
export contract quota of 809 
million cubic feet daily. 

The export figure began 
dropping steadily from about 
700 million cubic feet at the 
beginning of last week. 

Residential supplies are 
being maintained in Washing¬ 
ton and Oregon, but the cut¬ 
back is causing widespread ^ 
disruption among industrial' 
users. 

E. C. Phillips, Westcoast 
president, said everything 
possible was being done to al¬ 
leviate the situation and Ca¬ 
nadian industrial customers 
w-ere cutting back to help. 

Phillips said there ha^'e 
been supply difficulties since 
August. 1973, when water in¬ 
trusion in the Beaver River 
and Pointed Mountain gas 


fields in the Peace River area 
cut the supply to '“slightly 
more than 100 million cubic 
feet from 330 million. 

A power failure at We.^t- 
coast's Taylor processin;? 
plant near Fort St. John cut 
the export volume to 500 mil¬ 
lion from 700 million on Mon¬ 
day. 

SVhen the failure was re¬ 
paired, frost hit the gasfields. 


causing "freeze-offs” at a 
number of wells. 

James Thorpe, president of 
the Washington Natural Gat 
Co., one of several firms 
which buys from Northwest, 
said the company has had to 
cut off supplies to all its inter¬ 
ruptible industrial Customers 
to keep feeding gas to its resi-

THERE HI SOMETHING far more obs> 
oene about wtiat is going on in this world, in¬ 
sofar as the oil crisis Is concerned, than In 
any of the pomo movies that are playing at 
the kx:al flick houses. 

I watched a very kitereeting television 
program a week ago on which Henry Jack- • 
son. the senior senator from Washington, was 
expounding his theories on the oil crisis. 
Jackson, of course, it running hard tor the 
Democratic presidential nomination in 1976 
and the oil business is obviously a very sound 
and popular platform. 

He was asked what he would do about the 
oil crisis if he made it all the way to the 
White House. 

TO 8TART WITH, Jackson said he would 
roll back the domestic oil prices — the prices 
charged by companies for oil produced in the 
United States. He referred to the present 
a barrel price as obscene profit for the oU 
companies. 

Ht said he would say to the automobile 
manufacturers in Detroit, don't bother iMt>- 
ducing any car that can't deKver 20 mites per 
gallon in city driving. 71^ big gas guzzlers 
would not be allowed on the roads, would not 
be allowed lo further deplete dangerously low 
reserves. 

He said he would reinstltutc electricity 
savings — force the neon glitter to be turned 
off and force buildings and companies to con¬ 
serve every last bit of power. 

HE MADE ONE POINT — about the twin 
trade towers in New York city that leave 
their lights on at all times. Very striking at 
night, but as Jackson pointed out, they con¬ 
sume as much energy as the city of Syra¬ 
cuse. 

He would stop talking about the Arab na¬ 
tions’ power and implement trade restric¬ 
tions against them. He claims the Arabs 
produce a barrel of oil for five cents and sell 
it at 13 budks. Why not, he argued, cut off all 
food suppHes. or raise the price on them by 
an amount similar to the oil hikes. 

Of course, Jackson might well be politick¬ 
ing. but what he proposes should have been 
done by somebody up there in power a long 
time ago. 

THIS YEAR the Arab nations will reap an 
S80 billion profit from oil sales. In three 
years' time this profit will rise to $800 billion, 
or. as Jackson said, enough to buy every sin¬ 
gle share of every single stock listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange. In other words, 
they could controi the world. 


It seems that many observers were 
shocked at Henry Kissinger’s recent state¬ 
ments about the outside possibility of the 
United States going to war witf) the Arab na- 
tiona to stop the strangulation of the ecemomy 
of the world. And some of diem wrote It off 
as mere political leverage. 

BUT ANYONE who believes the U.S. of A. 
wouldn’t resort to military action if the oil 
crisie worsened, has to be living in a dream 
world. Of course they would attack the Arab 
natl<xi8 and yes. there it little doubt that they 
would win. Many wars of the past have been 
started on much flimsier pretexts. 

Consider too that Henry Kissinger it much 
too smart a man, much too competent in the 
world of international affairs to make a slip 
of the tongue on such an important question. 
He knew full well what he was stating, he 
knew full well the implications of his state¬ 
ment. And Kissinger is also too shrewd to 
have made such a threat without having first 
cleared it with the big boss himself. 

BUT GETTING BACK to Henry Jackson's 
methods for energy txxiservatlon. At last 
count and not including the Athabasca tar 
sands, Canada showed oil reserves of nine 
billion barrels (compared with more than 300 
billion barrels in the Arab nations) which 
certainly doesn’t leave us with an unlimited 
supply. Some experts are claiming we will 
face a very definite shortage as early as 
1980. 

Seems to me, therefore, that people in 
high places in our country should be offering 
more than lip service to the energy problem. 
Five years can roll by frightfully fast and 
1980 would not be the time to Insist <m con- 
servatlcm and-or rationing. 

CONSERVATION measures should be 
adopted as soon as possible. Airlines should 
be forced to cut back on flights — get rid of 
the half full flights, merge them with other 
fUghts. 

Companies throughout Canada should be 
put on notice that electrical energy must be 
saved and 1 doubt there is a compahy in 
Canada that couldn’t make meaningful sav¬ 
ings and without any undue hardship to their 
operations. , 

Tlie public must also be brou^t to heel. 
We all waste gasoline through excessive 
speeds, through needless trips, trips that 
could be eliminated by thinking ahead. 

But as Henry Jackson said, only the man 
at the top can torce the issue. Trudeau 
should be doing a little forcing in our country 
right now.

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Pension hazards 


T he CANADIAN LABOR CONGRESS has 
begun a campaign to put pressure on tte frf- 
pral and Quebec governments to alter the Canada 
and Quebec Pension Plans to provide, evenmaUy, 
much higher payments than are now enviaoi^- 
The plans at present are «;heduled to re^h what 
might be terrned “full” payment of benefits nexj: 
January, when the top pension will extOTd to 
per cent of maximum pensionable earnings. Tne 
congress is asking labor unions to endorse a resolu¬ 
tion calling for annual increases in the prions 
at a rate of 2^ per cent untU, m 1996, the 
benefits amount to 73 per cent ot ma-ximum pen¬ 
sionable earnings. Also sought is the reduction of 
the age of eligibility from 65 to 60 between 1977 
and 1981. .... 

I It should be noted in this context that the pen¬ 
sion already is increasing annually not only be¬ 
cause of the progress of the plans toward the point 
where almost all persons retiring at 65 will have 
contributed for the 10 years necessary for full 
payment, but for two other reasons. One is that the 
basic pension is being raised annually by increasing 
the maximum pensionable earnings (and thus the 
contributions, loo), these earnings having risen 
from $6,600 in 1974, for instance, to $7,400 in 1975. 
The benefits are also being raised in accordance 
with the consumer price index. 

For anyone now working and of an age to be 
thinking in tei-ms of coming retirement, it might 


lake extraordinary restraint not to be enthusiastic 
about the CLC’s aims. The ravages of inflation are 
of much less direct concern to well paid workers — 
or to governments — than they are to people on 
small pensions. 

But nevertheless there is a danger here of 
killing the goose that lays the golden egg, as it 
were. 

The catch is that the benefits to the pensioners 
have to be paid for, by the people who produce the 
wealth of the country. This is so whether funds 
come from government or contributions. 

A doleful prospect envisioned for private pen¬ 
sions, a recent U.S. study finds, “is matched by the 
forecasts of pessimists regarding the future of the 
Social Security system. The latter foresee a finan- 
(.•ial collapse when the cost of the system becomes 
loo great a burden on the tax-paying worker. Sev¬ 
eral factors, they point out, will account for a com¬ 
ing imbalance in the tax-benefit ratio. One is that 
the size of the population in retirement will grow 
relative to the size of the population drawing tax¬ 
able income. Another factor is that benefits are 
based on taxable earnings in the years immedi^ly 
picceding retiremait, which are usually much 
higher than in most of the years when the retiree 
was contributing to the system ...” 

This is an American assessment. But it could 
e<iually apply to the Canadian situation, and cau¬ 
tion is in order.

Teaching the language 


S CHOOL TEACHERS in Australia are revolting. 

That can be read in ^ferent ways. And that, 
more or less, is what this is all about. 

The teachers are staging an uprising against 
what they call “an archaic and stupidly complex 
system of writing words” in their teaching of the 
English language. .They want a more phonetic way 
of spelling introduced in the schools. 

The revolt was reported by the Associated 
Press from Sydney this week, and at the top of the 
item was a “note to editors” to make certain they 
understood that “the mispellings in the first three 
paragraphs are intentional.” 

And the paragraphs read thusly: 

" ‘Eny more apels?’ sed Dick. (Sed? Surely the 
wi-iter meant ased). 

“ T alredy ate them,’ sed Jane. 

“Is I he English language redy for anything 
like this?” 

Mebbe so. But the Australian Teaching Feder¬ 
ation may find the going rough in its advance on 
the school systems throughout the nation to accept 
the change, even although these are revolutionary 
times in various spheres of thinking. 

There’s a purist move under way in Britain in 
the teaching of the English language which will find 
the Aussie plan quite revolting. At a recent North 
of England education conference at Newcastle a 
»* 


BBC adviser on language usage complained bitter¬ 
ly that “crazy and dangerous”, ideas have relegated 
the teaching of English to the periphery of the 
school curriculum. 

Tlfe adviser. Dr. Joyce Morris, is mostly con¬ 
cerned with a sidetracking of reading in the schools 
than in the methods of teaching youngsters to 
follow the written word. But she called for “tradi¬ 
tional” instruction in the learning of the alphabet 
in advocating restoration of the teaching of En¬ 
glish as the mainstay of early education. 

She is hoping that a national inquiry being 
conducted in Britain into reading will bring about 
reinstatement of the subject as the first of the 
three Rs. 

Unless reading is l estored to its proper place, 
she is reported in The Times of London in a warn¬ 
ing to the conference, there is a danger that the ed¬ 
ucation system will collapse from internal pres¬ 
sures and under the weight ot informed public 
opinion. 

“Already,” the report of her speech reads, 
“pressure groups within the teaching profession it¬ 
self have publidy stated that the Increasing amount 
of truancy and uncontrolled child behavior in urban 
areas are closely linked with the increasing per¬ 
centage of new entrants to secondary schools who 
are virtually illiterate.”

Back to their homelands 


As the final evacuees 
stream out of cyclone-stricken 
Darwin by air and road, a 
special government-appointed 
body is soon to start work on 
rebuilding the city. 

The Darwin Reconstimctum 
Commission, as it is to be 
called, will hold talks with 
city experts, residents, trade 
unionists and other interested 
groups before drawing up a 
ikueprint which will bring 
Darwin back to hfe and guar¬ 
antee its survival in another 
cyclone. 

It took over a week from 
the time Cyclwie Tracy struck 
at 2 a.m. on Christmas Day to 
create a semblance of order 
<Vui of the chads in the north¬ 
ern city. Evacuation will con¬ 
tinue until Darwin’s popula¬ 
tion is reduced to about 
10.000. <mc-quarter of its origi¬ 
nal size. But it may be sever¬ 
al years, according to the 
ministry for urban and I’e- 
gidnal development, before 
Darwin can reabsorb all of its 
original population of 43,000. 

''**■*■ 

Thi iob of building a city 
again from scratch has been 
compared here to the task 
facing Germany after the Scr- 
*md World W ar. First there is 
the problem of clearing away 
the old Darwin, and bulldoz¬ 
ers are now at woiic in the 
streets cutting paths dinxigh 
the wreckage of homes, cai^s. 
trees and wrecked telegra^rfi 
joles. The ministry for urban 
and regional development be¬ 
lieves that many ‘‘Dar¬ 
winians” will not want to re¬ 
turn north.

Onp sign that Darwin ia 
o\er tlte wcw^t of the crisis 
has been the resignation from 
his job as "supremo” by 
Major General Alan Stratton, 
head of the Natural Disaster 
Organization, who is being de¬ 
scribed here as the "Churchill 
of Darwin," having given 
himself a nine-day deadline in 
which to bring order back to 
'the wrecked city. Stratton, a 
colorful, controversial charac¬ 
ter, told the Australian gov¬ 
ernment two days earlier that 
he felt his usefulness in Daiv 
win is now at an end. In an 
emotiGnai and tearful farewell 
at the airport he handed 
back control of the devastated 
city to the civilian authoritieR. 


Si>eculation here has it that 
Stratton’s early retirenwit 
from the scene may have had 
something to do with the row 
he had with Darwin's chief 
magistrate. L. McCann. Mr. 
McCann, who had been trying 
the cases of a number of men 
accused of looting, had sent a 
.3 0- ycar-old aboriginal, 
dressed in rags, to prison for 
nine months for obtaining a 
bottle of whisky and another 
of brandy by imbersonaling a 
police officer. When Stratton 
heard about the case, he 
rushed to the courtroom and 
ordered its closure, saying 


that under the emergency 
powers he had absolute au¬ 
thority. 

‘There followed a healed ex- 
(rhange on the steps of the 
court between Stratton and 
the magistrate, with the po¬ 
lice commissioner looking on, 
before the general apologized 
for any embarrassment he 
had caused.

been obtained. Two teams of 
sailors have formed what are 
called "vacuum cleaner 
squads” in badly - damaged 
suburbs to recover anything of 
value, including electrical 
equipment and otl)er un¬ 
damaged hcajsehold goods. 

O’er 1,000 families have 
now fled from Darwin down 
the only proper road out of 
the city, that to the central 
desert of Alice Springs. 
Officials in Alit-e reiiorl that 


many of the cars are battered 
and unroadworthy and ptrfice 
have refused to let eoma 
drivers continue until the ve¬ 
hicles are repaired. Relief 
centres en route are ^ving 
the refugees cash, food and 
clothing and the government 
has authorized payment of 36 
pounds ($83) per w^k for all 
evacuees plus alx pounds 
($14) per week ftn* each child. 

One building destroyed in 
the cyclone was Darwin's jail, 
housing about 60 inmates. The 
walls were blown down, at 
least two prisoners escaped 
and a prison officer wag killed 
at the height of the storm. 
One young inmate, serving an 
eight-month sentence for bur¬ 
glary, said that about half 
those who remained behind 
after the cyclone had passed 
later received pardons. 


He said: "The jail was right 
on the coast and it didn't take 
long before the walls caved 
in. Other inntates in three 
sections of flte jail widi tin 
roofs started trying to climb 
out because they thought they 
would be drowned. 

"We tried to find the keys 
to the maximum security sec¬ 
tion — the only part of the jail 
left standing — to try to let 
the prisoners out. But prison 
officers who had gixie off duty 
before the cyclone 
turned and t^ us 
win police station.

But while this is an issue by 
itself, Brezhnev's poor health 
is a good face-saving formula 
for Cairo, which was toerfeing 
forward to the visit. Of 
course, the very fact that 
Brezhnev's health is being of¬ 
fered as an excuse for the 
cancellition will now fuel the 
speculation about his future 
plans. Moscow, according to 
its custom, is not saying any¬ 
thing on the matter. 

Though health may have 
had little to do with the poli¬ 
tics of the visit, the very fact 
it is being offered as a con¬ 
tributory factor could have 
some repercussions here. 
Brezhev is 68 years old this 
month and though the health 
of political figures is not dis¬ 
cussed in the press or in put> 
lie it is also no secret that 
some two years ago he had a 
stroke which had a permanent 
effect on his facial nen^es. 
This is usually given as the 
reason for the slurring of his 
speech which it becoming 
more and more pronounced. 

So wItUe the political factors 
were uppermost in the can¬ 
cellation of the Egyptian visit, 
his health cannot ^ ruled out 
altogether. It is just possible 
lhat medical advice may have 
been against taking the strain 
of a Middle East tour. 


The view here, appears to be 
that there is nothing wrong 
with Bi-ezhnev that a good 
and prolonged rest would not 
cure. Nevertheless, where So¬ 
viet foreign relations are con¬ 
cerned. his health will hence¬ 
forth be a constant subject of 
observation and speculation. 
During his recent visit to 
France to meet President Gis- 
card d’Estaing, the physical 
strain on the Soviet leader 
was visible and his spokes¬ 
man had to deny any sugges¬ 
tion of his early retirement 
from the supreme political 
post in the Soviet Unk^. 

All the evidence suggests 
that the plans for the next 
Party Congress, the 25th, are 
going ahead in a normal fash¬ 
ion and toat It will be held in 
March-April 197fi. There is no 


sign so far that it will be 
called early. And the next 
Party (itongress is going to be 
Brezhnev’s congress, the 
summit of his career. Only an 
e.xtreme emergency will per¬ 
suade him to retire before 
that. There seems to be con¬ 
fidence enough that his health 
will hold out till then. 

Tliis would, however, also 
mean that from now on the 
question of his succession will 
receive more concentrated at¬ 
tention than before. For sure, 
outsiders will hear very little 
that is reliable on the subject. 
Nevertheless, inside the 
higher echelons of the paity it 
will no longer be a complete 
non-issue. 

If all goes well, about two 
years from now may be the 
ideal time for a change of 
leadership. By then Brezhnev 
wduld be 'TO. would have 
wielded power for 12 yean, 
and probably a certain re¬ 
alignment of political forces 
and figures would have taken 
place, to coincide with the 
25th congress, to allow some¬ 
one acceptable to all power 
groups within the party hier¬ 
archy to emerge. 

Whoever emerges can do so 
<xily by a consensus. The dif¬ 
ficulty is that there are few 
reliable precedents. In a way 
Brezhnev’s own coming to 
power, even though it took

place with dramatic sud¬ 
denness 2 uid was in the nature 
of a political coup, could 
serve a.s the nearest to a prec¬ 
edent. So far there has never 
been an orderly political 
succession to top leadership in 
the Soviet Union. Though 
Brezhnev^ came to the top 
after the sacking of Khrush¬ 
chev. he could do so only 
because there was a con.sen- 
.suR in advance on whet should 
siirreed. 


In tile case of Brezhnev's 
succession it is all too likely 
that he will have a say in the 
matter. But this may not nec- 
e.ssarily mean that his own 
nominee will be easily accept¬ 
ed and this may be the reason 
why he has so far not bes¬ 
towed upon anyone the halo of 
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hcir-apparent. The race Is 
open, as far as can be judged. 
But by selecting a nominee. 
Brezhnev and his close as¬ 
sociates may be able to have 
a figure chosen who will be 
more or less acceptable to 
them while being equally ac¬ 
ceptable to others. Thus, he 
will have to be a respectable 
centrist, with no inside repu¬ 
tation U being a Leftist or 
Rightist. 

Age will be another factor. 
Most of ’Brezhnev's senior col¬ 
leagues can be ruled out and 
the longer he stays on the 
more ruled out they will be. 
simply because of their age. 
Indeed, a large number of 
them are older titan Brezh¬ 
nev. Rationally, the choice 
lies among those who are 
near the W mark and there 
uncertainty prevails 'because 
there is no clear front-rumier 
visible yet.

The French objective of self-interest is exemplified by 
her manipulation of the EEC Commission, her unilateral oil 
^ deals with the Arabs and her aims sales in the Middle East 
*« surely the most overstoc ked arsenal in the history of small 
nations). 

West Germany, by contra.sl, is far removed from the Bis- 
marcklan days of power policies based on “blood and iron ” 
In fact, the West Ck’rmans still believe they are working off 
rbeir pa.ssage back into a European community, inmately dis¬ 
trustful of the long-term German goal of national unity and 
the short-term tactic of Osipolitik. The hallmark of West Ger¬ 
man foreign policy continues to be extreme delerence to all 
ex-enemies. 

And then there is Britain. ’Phe United Kingdom’s econom¬ 
ic situation is one degree more parlous than that of any of 
her European partners. The British public is one degree more 
apathetic, deiiressed and subject to panic. 

A perfect example was tlie conduct of British inotorisLs 
who, during the oil crisis, |uni|>ed into their cars and drove 
ai-ound in ciroles seeking the final half-gallon to top-off their 
tanks. Britain’s national morale has never been lower than 
t )day: the vei*y tlicxight of the U.K. gixing Europe tlie Icader- 
.Rhip it so Kadly needs is indeed ludicrous. 


The situation is further complicated by the spread into 
Britain of envy for t!ie United States, much as exists in 
France. Led by The Times of London, a segment of the Brit¬ 
ish press has pixiduced a carping, critique of the Kissinger 
peace initiative based on such exti'aneous considerations as 
whether he is “trustworthy.” whether he commands real 
liower now that Nixon is g«ie. or wbelher he secured a I’feal 
peace in Vietnam. 

There have, of course, been bright exceptions in the Brit¬ 
ish analysis of Kissinger policies, butdt is disturbing to find 
in the Times a staff-written article promoting the bizarre 
theory that the United Stales, deserting Israel in her hour of 
need, badgered Britain into giving her the weapons required 
to avert destruction at Arab hands. 

At the moment the only healthy signs in Whitehall are a 
growing awareness that IRA violence is part of an interna¬ 
tional pattern, and the labor government's unwillingness to 
emulate the acrobatic dance on France's diplomatic coattails 
performed by Sir Alec Douglas-Home, foreign secretary 
under Edward Heath. 

These signs notwithstanding, the end of the present era of 
European division, irdecisitm and appeasement is not even in 
sight. It will not come until Eruopeans begin to master their 
grievous economic problems. For the time being, at least, the 
United States will be left to shoulder her vast responsibilities 
alone, despite the fact that this Ls the most critical hour 
which Europe has faced since 1940.

Minister Trudeau says United 
Slates objections to the export 
tax on crude oil are based on 
a misunderstanding. 

No reasonable person would 
expect Canada to sell oil at a 
price below what it pays for 
imported oil, he said in an in¬ 
terview for telecast Thursday 
on the U.S. Public Broadcast¬ 
ing System. 

Oil produced and used in 
Canada is fixed at 56.50 a bar¬ 
rel but an export tax equal to 
the difference between this 
rale and the going world rate 
of about 511 is charged on all 
shipments to the U.S. 


“Surely no reasonable per¬ 
son would expect us to seO oil 
to the United States at $6.50 a 
barrel when we have to buy it 
at 510.50 or 5U a barrel," 
Trudeau said. 

Western Canadian crude is 
used in all markets west of 
the Ottawa Valley but 'import¬ 
ed crude, primarily from Ven¬ 
ezuela and the Middle East, 
supplies most markets in and 
east of the valley. Canada ex¬ 
ports about 8M,000 barrels 
daily to U.S. customers. 

Some U.S. congressmen 
have urged the Fond adminis- 
•tration to take retaliatory ac¬ 
tion because of the export tax. 


Trudeau also defended a 
plan to phase out oil exports 
by the early 1980s. 

"I don't think it can be re¬ 
garded as a hostile act by any 
reasonable person," he said. 

“Our motivation is just the 
essential need of Canadians to 
have enough of their own sup¬ 
plies for themselves before 
they begin to sell abroad 

“You don't export unless 
if'S surplus to our foreseeable 
needs."

France boosts gold 
from $42 to $170 


PARIS I AFP) • FVance Thursdwy of¬ 
ficially revalued its monetary gold reserves 
at A market-related price, boosting their 
value four-fold compared to the former of¬ 
ficial price of 542.22 an ounce. 

The new value was set on the basis of 
5170.40 an ounce, the average market price in 
IxHidon and Zurich two days ago, and meant 
that the holding was marked up from 19.6 
billion france to 75.6 billion francs or from 
about 54.35 bjUion to about $16.8 billion at 
current rates. . 

F'inance Minister Jean-Pierre F'ourcade. 
who announced the measure to a meeting of 
the National AssemMy finance committee, 
stressed that the paper "gain” of 56 billion 
francs would be set aside in a special ac¬ 
count with the Banque de France. 

An official spokesman initially caused 
some confusion by citing 5160 as the new. 
price, but this was later corrected by the fi¬ 
nance and economy ministry. 

F’rancf’s official reserves of 3,140 tons of 
gold w'ere hitherto valued at the official price 
of 542.22. 


The revaluation of the F'rench gold hold¬ 
ing bad been anticipated since the end of last 
month, when Fourcade said such a step was 
contemplated by the French government fol¬ 
lowing the go-ahead given by U.S. President 
Ueraid Ford during his talks with Ftench 
President Valery discard d'Estaing in Mar¬ 
tinique three week.s ago. 

The finance minister said Thursday after¬ 
noon that special drawing rights of the Inter¬ 
national Mcmetary Fund were now replacing 
-gold as the basic asset in the international 
monetary system. Action must be taken in 
accordance with this, he added. 

Although gold should remain a monetary 
instrument, he said, the official gold price 
had to be abandoned, and this was likely to 
happen at next week's IMF meetings in 
Washington. Fourcade also said central 
banks must be free to trade in gold. 

Speaking earlier before the finance com¬ 
mittee, the minister also announced a down¬ 
ward revision of official F'rench foreign ex¬ 
change re8erve.s. 


The U.S. state department 
has shunned a proposal to re¬ 
taliate against Canadian oil- 
export policies, but an irate 
American senator is repeating 
his demand for “forceful" ac¬ 
tion against Ottawa. 

Senator Bill Brock, a con¬ 
servative Republican from 
Tennessee, says he has writ¬ 
ten again to State Secretary 
Henry Kissinger, accusing the 
White House and the state de¬ 
partment of failing "to exer¬ 
cise the leadership necessary 
to protect important United 
Stales interests.” 

In the absence of such lead¬ 
ership. Brock wrote. Congress 
may attempt to fill the void. 

Citing current negotiations 
between Canada and the U.S. 
about a pipeline-security 
agreement, Brock said; “If no 
apparent progress is made In 
achieving a more amenable 
Canadian policy, this treaty 
could afford a convenient ve¬ 
hicle for less attractive op¬ 
tions" imposed by Congress. 

Brock and 16 other U.S. sen¬ 
ators wrote to Kissinger six 
weeks ago, proposing that the 
state department consider a 
threat to tax or interfere with 
Canadian-ewned oil when It 
crosses American soil, unless 
Canada reduces its S^^-barrel 
tax on oil exports.

MONTREAL — The 1976 
Olympics will be held as sche¬ 
duled and in the sites original¬ 
ly designated, Mayor Jean 
Drapeau insisted Thursday. 

There had been suggestions 
that the organizing committee 
was already etudying alter¬ 
nate sites in case the main 
stadium could not be finished 
in time for tiw July 17, 1976 
opening of the Games. 

Construction of the main 
stadium and other facilities 
has been halted for six weeks 
by ironwT)rkers striking for 
more pay. 

One otflcial estimated fliat 
25 days of the 45-day cushion 
the committee had counted on 
at the end of the constructiem 
schedule had already been 
devoured by the labor strike. 


In a statement isaued 
Thursday. Drapeau said: i 

“With regard to substitute 
solutions for facilities and ky 
cations of the 1976 competi¬ 
tions, I maintain that the pro¬ 
gram as approved by the 
various international federa¬ 
tions can suffer no major 
modification," the mayor’s 
statement said. 

The man most likely to 
bring about a solution ap¬ 
peared to be Quebec Labor 
Minister Jean Coumoyer. 

Coumoyer had predicted 
Wednesday that the (iames 
could be cancelled or their fa¬ 
cilities greatly modified if the 
iron workers’ strike for a 
cost-of-living wage increase 
Nvas not settled within a week. 

A special Quebec national 
assembly committee was 
scheduled to meet in Quebec 
Oiy ne.xt week to hear both 
labOT and management sides 
of the dispute. 

Before Christmas the Que¬ 
bec government passed emer¬ 
gency legislation, Bill 201, giv¬ 
ing the government the power 
to amend the 1973 axwtruc- 
tion decree which governs 
woricing c(XidUions, Including 


wages, for all workers in the 
industry. 

The legislation was aimed 
at ending strikes which have 
hobbled Quebec’s construction 
industry. 

A spokesman for Montreal’e 
executive committee admitted 
the fate of the Olympics are 
in Ooumoyer’s hands. 

"The minister must make 
immediate use of emergency 
legislation ... to put an end 
to tiie labor dispute, rather 
than wait until the bill is dis¬ 
cussed next Tuesday," said 
Yvon Lamarre. 

"Any more delays will sure¬ 
ly jeopardize the Games.

And only eight ste^^ad were recorded. 

Angers suspect the reason for the poor fistung is the. In¬ 
dians still had their nets m the lower reaches of the Cowichan 
River and were intercepting the ateelhead on their way up* 
stream. 

There have been unconfirmed reports of ateelhead being 
illegally Mid in the Duncan araa. 

The Indian food fishing permits ended Dec. 31, but the 
nets have been left in the river. They are situated close to a 
group of Indian bouses and any attempts to remove them 
meets with opposition frean the Indians. 

One angler who floated the river in a raft said he was 
thi-ektened with a rifle when he approached the nets. 

Provincial Conservation Officer Andy Ackerman talked 
with Chief Dennis Alphonse this week and asked that the nets 
be removed immediately. 

A band council meeting will decide what action the In¬ 
dians will take. 

Ackerman said the Cowichan River wUl be patrolled in a 
jet boat by a combined team of federal and provincial fish¬ 
eries officers and RCMP. 

If the nets, aren’t removed by the Indians the patrol will 
pull them out of the river. 

But the Indians are being given a chance to puU them out 
themselves as requested, explains Ackerman. 

Meanwhile the Cowichan Indiana have eanceUed their 
sports fishing permit system under which sports anglers 
could pay a $6 annual fee to fish from Indian lan^. 

A number of steelheaders have already been evicted 
from Indian lands this season. 

The Cowichan River Indian fishing problem drama wiU 
unfold in Duncan next week when nine prosecutions from last 
fall’s salmon fishing will coma before police court in what 
will likely become a lengthy test case. 

The Cowichan isn't the only Vancouver Island river with 
■ net problem. 

Gold River, usually Vancouver Island’ stop producing 
river and the fourth biggest steelhead producing river in Brit¬ 
ish,Columbia, has been unusually unproductive and anglers 
are* blaming Indian nets in the lower reaches, although »o far 
these are unconfirmed reports. 


('owichan River steelheading has been coming in runs.

• NKW YORK (Reuter) — 
The Godfather strengthened 
its hold as the all-time box-of¬ 
fice movie champion in 1974 
— a year in which two new 
films, The Sting and The Ex¬ 
orcist. made the top Vi list, 
Varfety, the show-business 
weekly, says. 

But once a.gain no hard-cor« 
pornographic film was includ¬ 
ed among the 500 or so mov¬ 
ies which have netted at least 
$4 million — apparently be¬ 
cause of a reluctance by their 
producers to disclose financial 
figures. 

The Godfather, based on the 
Mario Pu^o novel about the 
Mafia, became the all-time 
money-earner in 1972, the

year it was released. It was 
top again in 1973, and by the 
end of 1974, had netted S85.7 
million.

Remaining in third place 
was the erstwhile top money- 
earner. Gone With the Wind, 
which was made in 1939, with 
a net of $70.2 million. 

The Sting, a nostalgic film 
about a pair of captivating 
con men starring Paul New¬ 
man and Robert Redford, 
soared into fourth place on 
the all-time list during its 
first year of eligibility. The 
movie, which was released in 
December, 1973. netted $68.5 
milii^ by the end of 1974. 

Right behind The Sting in 
fifth place was another now 
entrant. The Exorcist, based 
on the William Peter Blaity 
novel. The film netted $66.3 
million during its first year of 
release.

Probably the easiest to 
crow of all our winter-flower- 
inc houscplants in the C^riKt- 
ma« pacfus. It ix easy-soinc. 
tolerant of both neclect and 
tt>o nuich lovinc i-are. and 
under normal circumstances, 
holhinc short/of an atomic ex¬ 
plosion will kill it. 

If you want to start a plant, 
all you need do is scrounge a 
small piece from some friend 
or neighbor, stick it in a pot- 
ful of soil, and you’re in busi¬ 
ness. That bit of plant will 
root itsell and grow away 
quite happily without any 
fussing or special treatment. 

But while the Christmas 
cactus is as easy to grow as a 
radish, getting the thing to 
bloom is a horse from a dif¬ 
ferent stable. 

^No plant can be more stub- 
bf)rn and unco-operative than 
Zygocactus truncatus. grow¬ 
ing merrily year after year, a 
picture of health and vigor, 
but with nary a sign of a flow- 


The first thing to do with a 
reluctant Christmas lactus is 
push it out of the house for 


the summer, for this is one 
plant that benefits enormous¬ 
ly from a summer holiday 
outdoors. 

I think it goes all fat and 
lazy and soft from being cod¬ 
dled indoors all the time, and 
it needs the weathering effect 
for producing some flowers. 

* ★ * 

Indoors, this plant likes 
quite a bit of sunshine, espe¬ 
cially in winter when the 
sun’s rays are not \«ry 
strong. 

In summer, though, the 
ideal location is on the north¬ 
east side of the house or in 
the shade of a shrub, where it 
can bask in the weaker rays 
of the morning sun but eeckpe 
frizzling under the hot impact 
of the noon and afternoon sun, 
for this plant is a jungle 
cactus, not a desert variety. 

It isn’t necessary to knock 
the plant out of its pot—simp¬ 
ly sink the pot up to Hs rim in 
the ground. It is a good idea, 
when you dig the hole, to put 
a handful of cinders or gravel 


under the pot to discouraj^ 
earthworms. 

a e ★ 

Not that these tillers of the 
soil do any direct damage to 
the plant, but if they enter 
through the drainage hole and 
take up residence within the 
pot. their wormcasis <;an 
make a sticky, pasty mess of 
the houseplant soil. 

Through the summer, give 
your cactus plenty water, 
with a touch of houseplant 
fertilizer every two weeks to 
keep it growing steadily. It 
will appreciate having its 
“leaves" freshened up with a 
misty spray of plain water 
every day or so. 

As the autumn nights be¬ 
come coo), take up the pot, 
clean away the dirt and bring 
the plant indoors. 

And at this' point it should 
be persuaded to take a little 
nap. for it has been working 
hard idl summer, and what it 
needs now is a spell of about 
six weeks doing nothing at all. 

Shove it awy in the base¬ 
ment, wittt no fertilizer and 


almost no water, in a cool but 
not cold place, with NO ar¬ 
tificial light and on^ as much 
daylight as a <el)ar window, 
ran provide. 

After six weeks of semi-dor¬ 
mancy, bring the plapt up¬ 
stairs. put it in a sunny Init 
coolish wondou', and coax it 
into renewed growth with just 
a little water. Too much mosi- 
ture at this stage could rot the 
inactive roots. 

As soon as signs of new 
growth can bo seen at the tips 
of the branches, you can step 
up the watering, but never 
leave any in the saucer under 
the pot. All cacti, even the 
jungle kind, are resentful of 
w^t feet. 

It is almost magical the 
way a stubborn Christmas 
cactus -responds to thes rou¬ 
tine of a summer ho1ida> oui- 
doors plus a six-week rest in 
the fall. 

If everything goes well, the 
plant should cover itself.with 
exotic. tropical-l<x>kinc 
blooms from late December 
almost into March.

Provincial operation of all 
ambulance services in the 
Capital Region won’t begin 
immediately, the director of 
the emergency health ser^ 
vices commission says. 

The province assumed fi¬ 


nancial responsibility for all 
ambulance services in B.C 
six months ago and has now 
established a Victoria dis¬ 
patch office near Royal Jubi¬ 
lee Hospital to coK>rdinate dis¬ 
trict service. Dr. Peter Hans¬ 
ford said. -- 


Ambulances in Victoria, Es¬ 
quimau and Langford are 
now run directly by the com¬ 
mission. but Hansford said he 
has no idea when all regional 
services will be taken over. 

The delay partly results

Paramedics on wheels 
could save 600 lives 


from slow equipment deli¬ 
veries, he said. 

Service in Langford is still 
not completely handled by the 
commission, with weekday 
night coverage still run by 
volunteers. 

He said there are about 22 
ambulances in the Capital Re¬ 
gion, but "not all are in use * 
and not all are completely 
useful.'* The commission 
operates about seven of the 
units, with two stationed at 
Victoria General Hospital, an¬ 
other two at Royal Jubilee 
and two that will be located in 
the Burnside area. 

When the commisskm as¬ 
sumed responsibility for am¬ 
bulance service, Hansford 
said he found there w'as a 
wide variation in attendants’ 


training and 31 services in 
B.C. required no skills at all 
for their attendants. 

The main effect of the take¬ 
over, he explained, will be to 
increase the quality of ambu¬ 
lance care, although tha ^'pn^ 
vision of strategically*i>laced 
ambulances will cut response 
time in some cases." 

The provincial service 
offers standardized training, 
he said, and "our absolute 
priority’' is to give ail ambu¬ 
lance attendants what the 
commission calls level-one 
training, which provides 130 
hours of instructton In indus¬ 
trial first aid. 

Eventually, he said, the 
commission hopes to train an 
full-time staff to level-three 
status, which requires com-

Willis countered such com¬ 
plaints by saying they are 
"isolated Incidents" and ad¬ 
ding the public never hears of 
praise (or police. He made a 
similar comment cm police re¬ 
lations with native Indians 
and conceded the RCMP has 
few native recruits.

The lives of about 600 British Columbians 
could be saved every year by more intensive 
ambulance service, the director of the emer¬ 
gency health services commission said this 
week. 

The death toll from traffic accidents and 
heart attacks can be reduced by about 20 per 
cent if good ambulance service is available, 
Dr. Peter Ransford said in an interview. 

It is possible, he said, that with ambu¬ 
lances staffed by trained paramedics, about 
600 lives a year could be saved. 

The commission took over all ambulance 
services in B.C last ye^ and is now begin¬ 
ning to raise the training level of all ambu¬ 
lance attendants. 


Ransford said he would support a pixv 
gram in all provincial high sobools that 
would give students some knowledge bow 
to mainlain life in an emergency ettuatioa 
until qualified help arrives. 

"If they teach kids to sew and cook, why 
can’t they teach them to save their mom’s or 
dad's life from a coronary or an accident in 
the home?" he asked. 

A frequent cause of death after an ac¬ 
cident, he said, is obstruction of the wind¬ 
pipe, which could be avoided if pec^ on the 
scene knew what to watch for. 

In addition, he said, all polke, firefighters 
and highways crews should have training In 
life support and first aid.

W. G. Jewitt of Victoria, pres¬ 
ident of Western Mines, said 
his company will hold a spe¬ 
cial meeting today in Van¬ 
couver to decide the' mine's 
future. 

The large Island Copper 
mine at Port Hardy has also 
been requested to cat back 
production, but general man¬ 
ager MOTtwi Pratt said Thurs¬ 
day the company is deter¬ 
mined to avoid layoffs. 

Out of the copper industry's 
total work force ot 14,500, in¬ 
cluding office etaffs, Triore 
than 1,000 workers have been 
laid off in the past four 
months. 

Patrick Reynolds, president 
of Bethlehem Cc^per, an¬ 
nounced that 28 workers at 
the company’s Ashcroft mine 
will be laid off in February, 
and more in 3tarch. The mine'' 
now employs 370 pe<H>la> 

Japanese buyers will be in 
Vancouver later this month to 
discuss the cutback and to 
plan future purchases. Reyn¬ 


olds said. He added that his 
company has not yet agreed 
to the 15 per cent cutback. 

While the cutback is in the 
form of a request, it is busi¬ 
ness practice to agree to re¬ 
ductions when asked by the 
major purchaser. Most B.C. 
copper is sold in Japan. 

Craigmont Mines of Merrift 
and Gibraltar Mines near Wil¬ 
liams Lake have already 
begun production cutbacks, 
and layoffs are expected soon 
at both mines.

Vancouver Island higliways and side roads became ex¬ 
ceedingly slippery late Thursday as temperatures dropped. 

The advancing Arctic weather front was hovering north¬ 
east of the Island late Thursday night and a Victoria weather 
office spokesman said it could bring lower temperatures and 
snow flurries today. 

Temperatures fell sharply below freezing with the highest

WINNIPEG (CP) — An of¬ 
ficial of Westfair Foods Ltd. 
has strongly defertded the gro- 
industry against com¬ 
plaints by consumer groups, 
but predicted increasing con¬ 
sumer discontent In the fu¬ 
ture. 

M. D. Booty, company vice- 
president and former head of 
the Canadian Grocery Distrib¬ 
utors* Bistitute, said the in¬ 
dustry has been among the 
meet consumer-oriunted and 
has not enjoyed unreasonably 
high profits. 

"Despite the current cli¬ 
mate of consumer frustration, 
it is fair to say that con¬ 
sumers would still rate us 
more innovative than depail- 
ment stores, more competi¬ 
tive than banks and fairer Ln 
our dealings with customers 
than automobile dealers,” he 
said. 

At the same time, however. 
Booty said the frequent cem- 
tact between grocers and 
shoppers at a time of rising 
prices in general has made 
the industry "the whipping 
boy of inflation.” 

"We have seen informa¬ 
tional strikes, regional boy¬ 
cotts of spacific products, In- 
sion demonstrations, pre¬ 
paration of draft legislation 
and nation-wide information 
programs—all directed at the 
grocery consumer. 

"All signs point to this tidal 
wave cuntinuing to grow in 
size and influence and becom¬ 
ing a way of life to which we 
will have t o adjust.” 

Booty expressed particular 
concern about a Manitoba 
government study into the 
possibility of establUhiiEg pub¬ 
licly-owned and (grated food 
stores. 

He said a chain of these 
stores heavily subsidized by 
general tax revenues could 
freeze out competition. How¬ 
ever. consumer prices would 
rise markedly in the long run 
because of government inef¬ 
ficiency and bureaucracy. 

Booty made the remarks at 
company sales and mar¬ 
keting conference here this 
week.

The fifth lession of the 30th 
legislature of B.C. ^iU open 
Feh. 18 >«ith Lieutenant-

“But as soon as our plans 
are completed and ready to 
go, then the announcement 
will be made, and I think 
those plans will be completed 
sooner than most people an¬ 
ticipated.”

Court injunctions to restrict 
trade union picketing still 
have a place in B.C. labor 
disputes, the B.C. Labor Rela¬ 
tione Board has ruled. 

In a decision released 
Wednesday, the board decided 
it has no jurisdiction over be¬ 
havior on union picket lines 
and <Hily the courts can legal¬ 
ly issub orders restricting a 
union’s method of picketing. 

One of the main features 
written into the new provin¬ 
cial Labor Code was that the 
board was given exclusive Ju- 
risdlctMHt over "picketing, 
striking or locking out." 

However, the board has now 
ruled its jurisdiction is limited 
to actual Industrial relations 
aspects of picketing ~ the ob¬ 
ject, timing and location — 


and does not involve the man¬ 
ner of picketing. 

When pickets are found to 
be guilty of such offences as 
assault, battery, defamation, 
nuisance, threats of violence 
and so on. then it is a matter 
for the courts to settle, said 
the board. 

The judgment arises out of 
a strike late last year by 
members of the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Industrial, Me¬ 
chanical and Allied Workers 
at the Endako molybdenum 
mine, 110 miles west of 
Prince George. 

The company applied to the 
board for a cease-and-desist 
order after mass union picket¬ 
ing completely sealed off 
access to the mine and there 
were isolated threats of vio* 
lence. 


The laI)or relations board 
decision- slid the picketing 
"was suffi’.'ient to stop com¬ 
pany buses, trucks and other 
vehicles, but there were also 
some isolated threats of vio¬ 
lence and the brandishing of 
axes or guns .. 

The board noted that these 
items were available for legit¬ 
imate reas(xi8, such as cutting 
firewood and hunting. 

Although not convinced it 
had the power to do to, the 
board restricted the union to 
three pickets at the mine eiv 
trance, prohibited any ob¬ 
struction of traffic into the 
mine, and ordered a halt to 
any threats or harassment of 
mm-striking emi^yees. 

Both parties agreed to this 
"because-of the exigencies of 
the situation," with the under-

VANCOUVER (CP, — The 
British freighter Erawan 
could pay damage bills to¬ 
talling $2.6 million for Its 1973 
collision in English Bay with 
the Japanese freighter Sun 
Diamond. 

A federal Ci^rt of Canada 
ruling Tuesday found the Era- 
wan totally liable fenr the colli¬ 
sion, which Sun Diamond law¬ 
yer David Smith said later 
will see a claim against the 
Erawan "somewhere around 
Jl million.” 

AddltiCMiaUy, the Erawan is 
facing action being brought 
against it by the federal gov¬ 
ernment for the estimated 


$600,000 cost of cleaning up 
the oil spill caused by the 
collision. 

Smith said tiie Sun Dia¬ 
mond's claim was based on

More U.S. banks 
drop prime rate 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Three 
more banks Thursday lowered 
their prime'lending rates for 
top business borrowers follow¬ 
ing the federal Reserve 
Board's decision to cut the 
discount rate by half a point. 

Chemical Bank of New 
York and National Qty Bank 
of Qeveland out their iniines 
to 10% from 10% per cent, 
while Mldatlantic National 
'Bank of Newark trimmed its 
rate by half a point to 10 per 
cent. 

A further easing of the 
prime, which hit an historic 
high of 12 per cent this sum¬ 
mer. has been anticipated 
since the FED last Friday 
moved to make more funds 
available to member banks 
by reducing the discount rate. 

Hours before the FED an¬ 
nounced the cut in the dis¬ 
count rate. First National City 
Bank reversed a thr6e<4noiith 


trend toward lower interest 
rates and raised its prime to 
10% per cent from 10, Al¬ 
though trend setting Citibank 
had gone to the 10 per cent 
level on Nov. 25. most banks 
acroes the country still held 
their primes at 10% to 10% 
per cent. 

In recent weeks the FED 
has taken actlixis to stimulate 
the economy by making credit 
easier for iHisiness t^qiansion. 
Last week the FED poured 
more funds into the banking 
network by buying securities 
from dealers who agreed to 
repurchase them later. 

Such a move is designed to 
put downward pressure on in¬ 
terest rates because sellers of 
the securities deposit their 
proceeds In commercial bank 
accounts. But tiie process 
takes time to filter through 
the banking system end make 
more m<mey available.

Cameron said it'is inevita¬ 
ble that management will 
start rushing to the courts for 
injunctions whenever there is 
strong union picketing during 
a labor dispute. 

"If there's some strike¬ 
breaking going on, for in¬ 
stance, and you end up with a 
crowd of people on the picket 


line to keep the scabs out, 
that's coercion -and intimida¬ 
tion as far as the courts are 
concerned. 

"They won't hesitate to 
issue an injunction,” he said. 

However, Board Chairman 
Paul Weller, who wrote the 
decision, said be does not 
think there wiU be e rush to 
the courts by companies seek¬ 
ing to bypass board authority 
over picketing. 

''C>ourt orders will only be 
directed at violence on the 
picket line, and I have abso¬ 
lutely no doubt that the legis¬ 
lation intended that. 

"I don't think courts 
will be willii^ to'k^t dragged 
into the old injunctions set¬ 
up,” said Weller.

"Now. the labor relations 
board is given exclusive Juris- 
dietkm over the industrial re¬ 
lations regulation of picketing 
while the courts remain 
charged with jurisdiction over 
its criminal or civil law fea¬ 
tures,” Weller said. 

"Our conclusion, then, from 
the language, structure, and 
history of the statute is that 
the Legislature did not intend 
to confer jurisdiction on this 
board, to toe exclusion of the 
courts, to make orders in 
respect of the manner in 
which picketing is to be car¬ 
ried on.”

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Suspect held after bank drama 


Bomb threat, extortion plot 
endangers downtown area

A busy downtown block became a scene of high 
tension, a "very large” sum of money that may have 
been $100,000 was recovered and a young man wUl be 
charged today after Victoria’s second bank - manager 
extortion plot in 72 days left hundreds in danger for 
almost two hour-s Thursday afternoon. 

Victoria pcdiee were reluc¬ 
tant to discloee many details 
of the dramatic crime, w*ich 
began with delivery of a sus¬ 
pected bomb and a letter of 
inslructicms to manager Ed¬ 
gar McBride of the Toronto- 
Dcmninion Bank at Fort and 
Douglas and endea with a det¬ 
onation at Cover Point.' 

The main police statement 
was that a man aged about 25 
had been picked up and would 
be charged this morning in 
Victoria Provincial Court. 
Other sources filled in many 
details, including a report the 
man was not from the Vic¬ 
toria area. 

No one was hurt in the en¬ 
tire incident, but the bank, 
the CP Air centre and offices 
immediately above them in 
the Bentall Building were eva¬ 
cuated - and }>olice crouched 
behind cars in the key mo¬ 
ments when the CFB Esqui¬ 
mau bomb squad took the su¬ 
spected bomb from the bank. 

Police said the drama 
began shortly after 2:30 p.m. 
when a man delivered a pack¬ 
age to the bank. They said it 
contained a threat that a 
bomb would blow ui) in the 
bank unless a sum of money 
was delivered to a nearby 
place. 

Detective division head In¬ 
spector Richard Ward, said a 
sum of money was "tran¬ 
sported outside" the bank. 
Soon after, possibly about an 
hour after the package had 
reached the bank, a man was 
picked up near the Vancouver 
Island Coach Lines deoot with 
"a very large" sum of money. 

Police declined comment on 
such questions as the amount 
of money taken outside, the 
transfer point and the identity 
of the man who delivered the 
package. But other sources 
added these details: 

The package was left on the 
bank’s front counter. It was 
marked for the maiwger and 
taken to him by an employee. 
McBride later said it was an 
old brown briefcase. 

It contained a handwritten 
letter of instructions and a 
small cardboard box. The let¬ 
ter apparently said the box 
contained a bomb and in¬ 
structed McBride to take 
money persistent reports 
said the sum mentioned was 
5100,000 — to a nearby spot. 

MoBr’de began to obey the 
instructions and vv’as reported 
near the end of the iob when 
another bank official became 
suspicious and began moving 
the staff of 2.3 out of the hank. 
By then it was close to 3 p.m. 

McBrid:*, a 3B-year banker 
who became manager of the 
Fort-Douglas branch almost 
two years ago walked south 
on Douglas. Sources said he 
left the package on nr near 
the parking Jot of the Strath- 
cona Hotel, across the street 
and a block south of the bank.

It wasn't Belfast — it was

The bomb experts weren’t 
British Tommies but Canadi¬ 
an Forces sci’vicemen. 

But the fear that a bomb 
had been left In a package In 
the manager’s ofhee at a 
downtown bank was real. 

Hundreds of people watched 
at Douglas and Fort as the 
bomb e.xpeils inched a possi¬ 
bly explosive package from 
the Toronto-Dominion Bank, 
1060 Douglas, into a waiting 
bomb-disposal vehicle. 

The uijit then rushed south 
on Douglas, accompanied by 
fire and jxjlice vehicles, to 
Clover Point. 

It was met there by an am- 
bulaiice. 

At 5:26 p.m., an explosion 
echoed from near army vehi¬ 
cles parked near the sewage 
outfall at Gover Point. 

Onlooker'S held back at 
Dallas Road by police had 
come expecting' to see a bomb 
light up the dark, snowy 
skies. 


Later, disappointed, they 
drifted back to their cars and 
home to dinner. 

But one, who stayed longer, 
obsetwed, "It’s hard to be¬ 
lieve all this is happening in 
Victoria." 

A policeman nearby pre¬ 
dicted it was just the start of 
many such incidents. 

The bomb experts later re¬ 
fused to confirm whether the 
explosion was from a bomb or 
their own attempt to detonate 
contents of a cardboard box 
taken from the bank an hour 
earlier. 

One of three bomb e.xperts 
at Clover Point SAid the noise 
was "the suspected bomb." 

A police spokesman at the 
scene refused to comment fur¬ 
ther, stating the contents of 
the box would all be evidence. 

A later search of the circu¬ 
lar driveway near where the 
bomlMlisposal unit was 
parked turned up pungent cor- 
dite-.smelling shr^ded card¬ 
board. 

The tension that gripped 
downtown Victoria and later 
Clover Point began sometime 


after 2:30 p.m. when a young 
man delivered an old- 
fashioned briefcase and letter 
to bank manager Edgar 
McBride. 

McBride refused to state 
the "instrucUctfis" of the let¬ 
ter or lus actions following its 
receipt. 

Around 3 p.m. the bank’s 23 
employees, along with the five 
employees of the neighboring 
CP Air offices, were evacuat¬ 
ed.

There are cases of munici¬

State department spokes¬ 
man Robert Anderson said 
Ihe $750 niillion' would cover 
the transfer of Northrop 
fighter interceptors - mostly 
the FSA model which is the 
oldest and least sophisticated 
plane in the F5 series — plus 
Spare parts, support equip¬ 
ment and a pilot training pro¬ 
gram. 

Anderson d^ lined to say 
exacUy how many planes 
were involved, but other of¬ 
ficials said there would be 
about 60 filters compr^ing 
three squadrons. 

In response to questionik 
Anderson said the United 
States had “no concern" that 
the sale might escalate an 
arms race in the Middle East 
and satd he was "unaware of 


any complaint by the Shah (of 
Iran) or others” about the 
buildup of Saudi military 
power in the oil-rich Persian 
Gulf region. 

He said the United States 
has ‘had a continuing defence 
arrangement with the Saudi 
Arabians for some years” and 
the administration believed 
the warplane sale would en¬ 
hance Saudi Arabia's ability 
to help defend the gulf area. 

New.s of the sale was broad¬ 
cast first by Saudi Arabia’s 
Riyadh radio, which, said the 


contracts had been signed last 
Saturday. U.S. officials said 
American ambassador James

Probably the easiest ii> 
grow of all our winter-flower¬ 
ing houseplants is the Chrisl- 
• mas cactus. It is easy-going, 
tolerant of both neglect and 
'too much loving care, and 
under normal circumstances, 
nothing short of an atomic ex- 
pioMon will kill it. 

If you want to start a plant, 
ail you need do is scrounge a 
small piece from some friend 
or neighbor, slick It in a pcrt- 
ful of soil, and you're in busi¬ 
ness. That bit of plant will 
‘ root itself and grow away 
quite happily without any 
fussing or special treatment. 

But while the Christmas 
cactus is as easy to grow as a 
radish, getting Ih^ thipg 1o 
bloom is a horse fr om a dif¬ 
ferent areble. 

No plant can be moK atub- 
bom and unCo-operatlve than 
Zygocactus truncatus, grow¬ 
ing merrily year after year, a 
picture of health and vigor, 
hut w-ith nary a sign of a flow¬ 
er. 

The first thipg to do with a 
reluctant Christmas cactus is 
pu.sh it oul of the house for 


the summer, for this is one 
plant that benefits enormous¬ 
ly from a summer holiday 
outdoors. 

I think it goes all fat and 
lazy and soft from being cod¬ 
dled indoors all the time, and 
it needs the weathering effect 
for producing some flowers. 

* ★ * 

Indours. this plant likes 
quite a bit of sunshine, espe¬ 
cially in winter when the 
sun’s rays arc not \^ry 
strong. 

In summer, though, the 
ideal location is on the north¬ 
east side of the house or in 
the shade of a shrub, where it 
can bask in the weaker rays 
of the morning sun but escape 
frizzling under the hot impact 
of the noon and aftarnoon sun, 
for this plant is a jungle 
cactus, not a desert vai^ty. 

It isn’t necessary to knock 
the plant out of its pot-^slmp- 
ly sink the.^t up to its rim in 
the ground. It is a good idea, 
when you dig the hole, to pul 
a handful of cinders or gravel 


under the pot to discourage 
earthworms. 

★ ★ * ' 

Not that these tillers of the 
soil do any direct damage to 
the plant, but if they enter 
through the drainage hole and 
take up residence within the 
pot. their wormcasts can 
make a sticky, pasty mess of 
the houseplant soil. 

Through the summer, give 
your cactus plenty of water, 
with a touch of houseplant 
fertilizer every two weeks to 
keep it growing steadily. It 
will appreciate having its 
“leaves” freshened up with a 
misty spray of plain water 
every day or so. 

As the autumn nighu b«- 
come cool, take up the pot, 
clean away the dirt and bring 
the plant Indocus. 

And at this point it should 
be persuaded to take a little 
nap. for it has been working 
hard all summer, and what it 
needs now is a spell of about 
six weeks doing nothing at all. 

Shove it awy id the base¬ 
ment. with no fertilizer and 


almost no water, in a cool but 
not cold place, with NO ar¬ 
tificial light and only os much 
daylight as a cellar window 
can provide. 

After six weeks of semi-dor¬ 
mancy, bring the plant up¬ 
stairs, put it in a sunny but 
coolish wondow, and coax it 
into renewed growth with just 
a little water. Too much mosl- 
lure at this stage rot the 
inactive roots. 

As soon as signs of new 
' growth can be seen at the tips 
of the branches, you can step 
up the watering, but never 
leave any in the saucer undor 
the pot. All cacti, even the 
jungle kind^ are resentful of 
wet feet. 

It is almost magical the 
way a 8tuUx)m Christmas 
cactus responds to tbes rou¬ 
tine of a summer holiday out¬ 
doors plus a six-wfek rest in 
' the faU. \ 

- If everything goes well, the 
plant should cover itself with 
exotic, tropical-looking 
blooms ffom late December 
almost into MarcH.

About the same time a six- 
man delegation of Indians 
was meeting with Opposition 
I.eader William Bennett to 
discuss possible negotiation^ 
over land claims. 

Macdonald made hi.s state¬ 
ment whpn asked if the pro¬ 
vincial government was hold¬ 
ing secret talks with the In¬ 
dians in an attempt to find a 
RbftJtlon to latld-clatni prob¬ 
lems. 

“No,” said Macdonald. "We 
believe the matter of land 
claims is a federal matter. 
We are not engaged in any 
secret talks on land claims.” 

The Indian delegation to the 
Socred leader was headed by 
Chief Adam Eneas of Pentic¬ 
ton and represented 23 bands 
in B.C 

After the meeting 

said: “We agreed _ 

would take back to the bands 
a proposal for joint negotia¬ 
tions. Meanwhile. Mr. Bennett 
is to discuss the matter with 
federal ministers involved

“We haven’t made any 
headway with Ihe provincial 
government," he said, "in 
getting them involved in our 
land claims.” 

Paul said the province did 
not follow the terms of refer¬ 
ence of the 1916 McKenna- 
McBrlde royal cbrnmission 
which Z) Indian bands claim 
did them out of 36.000 acres. 

There was to have been a 
review of Indian lands in con¬ 
sultation with the Indians, 
-t'aul said but this was not 
done. Tlicn. alter the fact, the 
"• pixivince passed an order-in- 
council which made their ac¬ 
tions legal, he said. 

“They talk about us going 
through the courts but this 
would be a losing battle be- 
(‘ause of the way they covered 
their tracks,” Paul said.

NANAIMO — One of 
the 12,500 students hit by 
strike in the Nanaimo 
school i^trict, now in 
its fifth day, suggested 
Thursday that stunts 
set up their own i^cke* 
lines and carry signs 
“calling for a return to 
full-day attendance,” 

7^ schools returned to a 
one-hour-per-day schedule 
Thursday, after being closed 
because of bad weather 
Wednesday. 

The reduced classroom time 
has been in effect all this 
week as members of Local 
606. Canadian Union of Public 
Employees, continue their ro¬ 
tating strike against the Nan¬ 
aimo school district. The 
unicHi members, including bus 
drivers, groundkeepers, jani¬ 
tors, maintenance personnel 
and clerical staff, are seeking 
job security and wage in¬ 
creases in a new contract. 

Although schools were open 
Thursday, there was no bus 
service and many students 
could not attend, due in part 
to the icy condition of district 
roads' and, as <Hie parent 
said: “It is simply not w(Hth 
it to get children dressed 
against the weather, so they 
can attend school for one hour 
in the morning.” 

Some students are also un¬ 
happy about the atrike. One 
Graile 5 student in a school at 
the north end of the district 
suggested that students form 
their own picket lines and 
carry signs calling for a re¬ 
turn to full-day attendance. 

The uniem is still unhappy 
about the school board deci¬ 
sion to keep schools closed. 

“Ihere is heat in the build¬ 
ings and janitors are wimIc- 
ing,” said uni<Hi president 
Nich Meiras. 

However, board chairman, 
Joe Kilner. repea^d an earli¬ 
er statement that until the 
strike is settled, it is being 
regarded by the board as a 
general strike and schools will 
continue to operate for the 
hour a day until further no¬ 
tice.

Manpower helps with move 

Islanders find jobs in Alberta 


By JON FERRY 


Outer Gulf Islands director 
James Campbell was re-elect¬ 
ed Wednesday as chairman of 
the Capital Region Board in a 
contest against Victoria direc¬ 
tor Alf Hood, sparked by the 
board’s $7 million 1975 provi¬ 
sional budget. 


Voting among the directors 
' was secret. 

Hood, who was in turn ap¬ 
pointed acting-chairman by 
Campbell, said he decided to 
run because he believed the 
board’s "budget needed careful 
scrutiny of priorities in this 
inflationary period. 


Alberhins come here to re¬ 
tire. Victorians go there to 
lo>k for a Job. 

That’s the trend tliat seems 
to be emerging this winter as 
a recession swells the ranks 
of the unemployed on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Since the beginning of No- 
xember. 180 local unemployed 
have moved—with help from 
Canada Manpower, Victoria 
— to Alberta where an es¬ 
timated 98 per cent of the 
work force is employed. 

Manpower assistant manag¬ 
er Doug Yearw(XK] says that 
“very few” of the 180 have re- 
tumM to Victoria in the 
meantime. 

About half the unemployed 
were either on welfare or 
receiving unemploymmt In¬ 


surance. Yearwood said, and 
some 25 got help moving their 
families and belongings with 
them. 

A special loan-iiased mobili¬ 
ty program was devised by 
Canada Manpower in 1965 to 
help out-of-work Canadian.? 
move around the country in 
search of jobs. ^ 

The program changed to one 
based on grants in 1968 and 
Yearw'(X)d says the past cou¬ 
ple of months have seen “the 
first major use of the pro¬ 
gram”, as far as Victoria is 
concerned. 

Manpower pkys travel costs 
and five-day room-and-board 
allowance and Yearwood fore¬ 
casts greater use of the piu- 
gram in the new year with un¬ 
employed Victorians going 
farther afield, perhaps to the 
Prairies, in search of work. 


The B.C. human resources 
department also has a pro¬ 
gram to send welfare recipi¬ 
ents to jobs in Alberta but a 
Victoria spokesman said he 
had “no idea” of the number 
of those moved this winter. 

Actual unemployment in 
B.C. was running at 7.3 per 
cent Pccording to November. 
1974, Statistics Canada fig¬ 
ures. 

This figure is based on a 
Purvey of 4,000 households in 
the province. 

Tlie number of provincial 
unemployed has been estimat¬ 
ed this month at 100.000 by 
Dr, Roslyn Kunin. a UIC 
economist. 

An estimate of the total 
B.C. wcork force is 1.07 mil¬ 
lion. according to Statistics 
Canada September.

The fear was real 

Victoria joins ranks 
of bomb-wary cities

It wasn't Belfast — it was 
Victoria. 

The bomb experts weren’t 
British Tommies but Canadi¬ 
an Forces serv'iccmen. 

But the fear Uiat a bomb 
had been left in a packai^e in 
the manaser’s office at a 
downtown bank was real. 

Hundreds of people watched 
at Douglas and Fort as the 
bomb expert? inched a possi¬ 
bly explosive package from 
the Toronlo-Dotaioion Bank, 
1060 Dougla.s, into a waiting 
bomb-disposal vehicle. 

The unit then rushed south 
on Douglas, accompanied by 
fire and police vehicles, to 
Clover Point. 

It was met there by an am¬ 
bulance. 

At 5:26 p.m.. an explosion 
echoed from near army vehi¬ 
cles parked near the sewage 
outfall at Clover Point. 

Onlookers held back at 
Dallas Hoad by police had 
come expecting to see a bomb 
light up the dark, snowy 
skies. 


Later, disappointed, they 
drifted back to their cars and 
home to dinner. 

But one, who stayed longer, 
observed, "It’s bard to be¬ 
lieve all this is happening in 
Victoria.” 

A policeman nearby pre¬ 
dicted it was just the start of 
many such incidents. 

The bomb experts later re¬ 
fused to confirm whether the 
explosion was from a bomb or 
their own attempt to detonate 
contents of a cardboard box 
taken from the bank an hour 
earlier. 

One of three bomb experts 
at Clover Point said the noise 
was "the suspected bomb." 

A police spokesman at the 
scene refused to comment fur- 
llier. stating the contents of 
the box would all be evidence^ 

A later search of the circu¬ 
lar driveway near where the 
bomlwiisposal unit was 
parked turned up pungent cor- 
dite-smeUing shredded card¬ 
board. 

The tension that gripped 
downtown Victoria and later 
Clover Point began sometime

The federal government 
agreed Thu«day to meA Pre¬ 
mier Barrett and Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald next 
week for further discussion of 
natural gas resource taxes, 
and the premier will unveil 
this morning his proposed for¬ 
mula for settling the federal- 
provincial dispute over re¬ 
source taxation. 

A Prince George newspaper 
Thursday quoted an uniden¬ 
tified government source as 
. saying the premier would 
suggest a three-way split of 
resource tax revenue among 
the federal and provincial 
governments and the munici¬ 
palities in which the resources 
are located. 

The premier and the attor¬ 
ney-general both declined 
comment. There were indica¬ 
tions of discreet efforts to find 
the source of the report. 

Barrett announced later in 
the day that he and Attorney- 
General Macdonald would 
meet in Ottawa next week 
with acting Prime Minister 
C. M. Drury and federal En¬ 
ergy Minister Donald Mac¬ 
donald. 

All the premier had said 
earlier was that he would hold 
a press conference at 9:30 
a.m. today and pul forward 
"a compromise proposal de¬ 
signed to resolve the urgent 


problems in B.C.'s natural 
gas industry arising from the 
federal government’s budge¬ 
tary resolution nine." 

Budgetary resolution nine 
gives the federal government 
the authority to determine for 
income tax purposes what the 
fair market value of gas is, 
whether or not the producer 
actually receives that price. 

In effect, resolution nine 
means that Ottawa could t4x 
the producer of gas at the 
price his gas had been sold by 
the B.C Petroleum Corpora¬ 
tion, less the price of trans¬ 
portation. A producer could 
be taxed, not on the price he 
receives for his product, but 
on the price a wholesaler re¬ 
ceives for bis piXKluct. 

If the unidentified official's 
correct, it would be the first 
time in B.C. that any munici¬ 
pality had been permitted to 
share a natural resource tax. 

There are cases of munici¬ 
palities sharing revenue from 
natural resources on munici¬ 
pally-owned land, an official 
in the municipal affairs de¬ 
partment said, but no cases of 
municipalities being allowed 
to share in taxes raised from 
private pi^oduction. 

"Many municipalities have 
been clamoring for such a 
tax-sh^’ing formula for a long 
time,"'he said. 


Cold weather halves 
gas exports to U.S.

VANCOUVER (CP) — Ex¬ 
treme cold weather in British 
Columbia’s natural gas fields 
and mechanical problems 
have cut gas exports to the 
United States northwest in 
half. 

Northwest Pipeline Corp: of 
Salt Lake City, Utah, the 
wholesale buyer from West- 
coast Transmission Co. Ltd., 
estimated that the fuel deliv¬ 
ered Thursday was down to 
400 miHion cubic feet from the 
export contract quota gf 809 
million cubic feet daily. 

The export figure began 
dropping steadily from about 
700 million cubic feet at the 
beginning of last week. 

Residential supplies are 
being maintained in Washing¬ 
ton and Oregon, but the cut¬ 
back is causing widespread, 
disruption among industrial 
users. 

E. C Phillips, Westcoast 
president, said everything 
possible was being done to al¬ 
leviate the situation and Ca¬ 
nadian industrial customers 
were cutting back to help. 

Phillips said there have 
been supply difficulties since 
August. 1973, w’hen water in¬ 
trusion in die Beaver River 
and Pointed Mountain gas 


fields in the Peace River area 
cut the supply to slightly 
more than 100 million cubic 
feet from 330 million. 

A power failure West- 
coast’s Taylor pi*ocessing 
plant near Fort St. John cut 
(lie export volume to 500 mil¬ 
lion from 700 million on Mon¬ 
day. 

When the failure wa.s re¬ 
paired, frost hit the gasfields, 


causing "Ireeze-offs" at a 
number of wells. 

James Thorpe, president of 
the Washington Natural Gas 
Co., one of several firms 
which buys from Northwest, 
said the company has had to 
cut off supplies to all its inter¬ 
ruptible industrial customers 
to keep feeding gas to its resi-

A busy downtown block became a scene of high 
tension, a “very large” sum of money that may have 
been $100,000 was iwovered and a young man will be 
charged today after Victoria’s second bank - manager 
extortion plot in 72 days held hundreds in suspense for 
almost two hours Thursday afternoon. 

Victoria police were reluc¬ 
tant to disclose many details 
of the dramatic crime, which 
began with delivery of a sus¬ 
pected bomb and a letter of 
instructiOTs to manager Ed¬ 
gar McBride of the Toronto- 
Domini<m Bank at Fort and 
Douglas and endea with a det- 
•onatiMi at Clover Point. 

The main police statement 
was that a man aged about 25 
had been picked up and would 
be charged this morning in 
Victoria Provincial Court. 
Other sources filled in many 
details, including a report the 
man was not from Vic¬ 
toria^ area. 

No one was hurt in the en¬ 
tire incident, but the bank, 
the CP Air centre ana' offices 
immediately a'bove them in 
the Bentall Building were eva¬ 
cuated — and [lolice crouched 
behind cars in the key mo¬ 
ments when the CFB Esqui¬ 
mau bomb squad took the su¬ 
spected bomb from the bank. 

Police said the drama 
began shortly after 2:30 p.m. 
when a man delivered a pack¬ 
age to the bank. They said it 
contained a threat that a 
bomb would blow up in the 
bank unless a sum of money 
was delivered to a nearby 
place. 

Detective divisi<m head In¬ 
spector Richard Ward, said a 
sum of money was "tran¬ 
sported outside” the bank. 
Soon after, possibly about an 
hour after the package had 
reached the bank, a man was 
picked up near’ the Vancouver 
Island Coach Lines dejxit with 
"a very large” stun of money. 

Police declined comment on 
such questions as the amount 
of money taken outside, the 
tran.sfer point and the identity 
of the man who delivered the 
package. But other sources 
added these details: 

The package was left on the 
bank’s front counter. It was 
marked for the manager and 
taken to him by an employee. 
McBride later said it was an 
old brown briefcase. 

It contained a handwritten 
letter of instructions and a 
small cardboard box. The let¬ 
ter apparently said the box 
contained a bomb and in¬ 
structed McBride to take 
money — persistent reports 
said the sum mentioned was 
$100,000 - to a nearby spot. 

McBride began to obey the 
instructions and was reported 
near the end of the iob when 
another bank official became 
suspicious and began morin? 
the staff of 23 out of the hank. 
By then it was close to !> p.m. 
'^McBride, a 3^year banker 
who became manager of the 
Fort-Douglas branch almost 
two years ago "walked south 
on Douglas. Sources said he 
left the package on or near 
the parking lot of the Strath- 
enna Hotel, across the street 
and a block south of the bank.

Zimmerman said the union 
will now ask the board to ap¬ 
point an officer to help settle 
the dispute. 

Both management and 
Pinion were “inches away 
from settlement’’ Wednesday 
night, he said, but progress 


was thwarted Thursday as 
management stayed away 
from discussions. 

The union has been seeking 
mid-contract cost-of-living 
pay adjustments fixMn John- 
stQH, B.C.’s largest truck car¬ 
tage firm, and is other truck¬ 
ing companies since early De¬ 
cember. 

Some 1,200 union members 
on Vancouver Island and the 
I.nwer Mainland voted to stay 
off the job to protest last 
week's suspension of a Nanai¬ 
mo driver and a Port Albemi 
driver who had refused to 
work overtime. 

A formal hearing between 
the two sides and the board is 
scheduled in Vancouver 
today. 


Copper cutback 
threatens miners 


More mining jobs have been 
tiircalened by a request from 
.lapan that British Columbia 
copper producers reduce ship¬ 
ments to that country by 15 
per cent. 

One Vancouver Island mine. 
Western Mines near Campbell 
River, may close completely, 
putting 300 men out of work. 
W. G. Jewitt of Victoria, pres¬ 
ident of Western Mines, said 
his company will hold a spe¬ 
cial meeting today In Van¬ 
couver to decide the mine’s 
future. 

The large Island Copper 
mine at Port Hardy has also 
been requested to cut back 
production, but general man¬ 
ager Morton Pratt said Thur.s- 
day the company is deter¬ 
mined to avoid layoffs. 

Out of the copper industry’s 
total work force of 14,500, in¬ 
cluding <rft|ce staffs, more 
than 1,000 workers have been 
laid off in the past four 
months. 

Patrick Reynolds, president 
of Bethlehem Copper, en- 
nounced that 2^ workers at 
the company’s Ashcroft mine 
will be laid off in February, 
and more in March. The mine 
now empl(^ 370 people. 

Japanese buyers will be in 
Vancouver later this mcnth to 
discuss the cutback and to 
plan future purchases, Reyn¬ 


olds said. He added that his 
company has not yet agreed 
to the 15 per cent cutback. 

While the cutback is in the 
form of a request, it is busi¬ 
ness practice to agree to re¬ 
ductions when asked by the 
major purchaser. Most B.C. 
copper is sold in Japan. 

Craigmont Mines erf Merritt 
and Gibraltar Mines near Wil¬ 
liams Lake have already 
begun production cutbacks, 
and layoffs are expected soon 
at both mines.

Innes said that ferries could 
no longer refuel at Tsawwas- 
sen or Horseshoe Bay because 
picketing refinery woi’kcrs 
had affected fuel delivery. In- 
steaq they have to refuel at 
Departure Bay and Swartz 
Bjy. 

Unless the pickets are re¬ 
moved the cutback program 
will mean that: 

Today, Monday and 
JVednesday the 6 p.m.

approved 


Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke has approved Capital 
Region plans to add 75 acute- 
care beds at Saanich Pminsu- 
la Hospital and has offered 
his department’s assistance to 
speed the project to comple¬ 
tion. 

However. Cocke's approval 
carries with it a recommen¬ 
dation that the hospital re¬ 
main limited to that size. Art 
Young, chairman of the re¬ 
gional hospital board, said 
Thursday. 

Young said construction on 
the wing, end on a new ex¬ 
tended care hospital in the 
downtown area, could begin 
this year. However, he added 
the regional hospital and 
health planning commission 
atill hasn’t asked for approval 
from the B.C. Hospital Insur¬ 
ance Service for the new ex¬ 
tended care unit of probably 
150 beds. 


A strike by the city’s 
tradesmen and laborers would 
bring “chaos” to Victoria 
within two weeks, according 
to the local union president in¬ 
volved. 

Jim Walker, president of 
the city’s 280 outside workers, 
said Thursday his union would 
let fire and police services 
operate but would picket any¬ 
body else who help^ out dur¬ 
ing a strike. 

Walker maintains a strike

“Are we going to take a 
reduction in wages so these 
faculty members can make 
$24,000 (the proposed new top 


rate for (he 113 Camosun in¬ 
structors)?” Walker asked. 

He said that percentage 
wage increases heavily favor 
higher paid workers in- terms 
of dollars and cents. 

"We can’t talk percentages 
in these present negotiations 
... I don’t know what we 
would need in a percentage 
figure to come to that (the 
amount of money likely to be 
awarded the Camosun in¬ 
structors).” 

Meanwhile union represent¬ 
atives for 278 Greater Victoria 
school board janitors and 
tradesmen met Thursday with 


management negotiators to 
debate their next contract. 

Vice-president Bob Cun¬ 
ningham said his union nego¬ 
tiators had already stepped 
down a dollar from their orig¬ 
inally proposed base rate of 
$7.12 hourly. 

Now they would be present¬ 
ing a further reduced wage 
package to membership Sun¬ 
day. A meeting with manage¬ 
ment negotiators was sche¬ 
duled for Tuesday.

A manslaughter charge 
against Sanucci, 32. in connec¬ 
tion with the death of a 
woman last year at a high- 
class commune on the B.C. 
mainland was thrown out at 
the preliminary-hearing level 
Wednesday by a Vancouver 
judge. 

That left only one charge 
pending against Sanucci - 
possession of a small amount 
of mariXiana Nov, 16 when a 
Greater Victoria drug squad

raid im an Oak Bay liome 
turned him up unexpectedly. 

Sanucci later pleaded not 
guilty to the charge and trial 
was set for Jan. 27 before 
Judge William Ostler in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court. 

V At the time of his arrest, 
Sanucci was wanted for fail¬ 
ing to appear in October in a 
court at Gibsons, northwest of 
Vancouver, when the man¬ 
slaughter charge against him 
was stayed by the B.C. attor¬ 
ney-general's department. 


The charge followed the 
death in July of Margaret 
.Jones, 33, on property owned 
by a stepson of Lieutenant- 
Governor W’alter Owen. A 
coroner’s jury at Gibsons 
urged its reinstatement and 
the attorney-general's depart¬ 
ment declined - but the wo¬ 
man’s father laid it instead. 

It was at a preliminary 
hearing of that charge that 
Sanucci was cleared Wednes¬ 
day on grounds of lack of evi¬ 
dence. 


In the midst of all tiie pro¬ 
ceedings, an immigration in¬ 
quiry in Victoria ordered San¬ 
ucci dejxjrted. 

If the prosecution staff in 
the marijuana case decides to 
take no action until the trial 
Jan. 27, defence lawyer Stuart 
Rush of Vancouver will ask 
the immigratitm department 
for his client’s release on 
bond. Indications Thursday 
were Ihe request would be 
granted. 

The alternative would be to 
move the marijuana charge 
up to next week before Ostler 
and stay it, withdraw it or ac¬ 
cept a plea of guilty. On that 
basis, Sanucci could be sent 
back to California about the 
middle of next week.

Saanich

Testimony and argument by 
pro;iecutor John Robbins and 
defence lawyer Cecil Branson 
showed Murray MeCallum, 
West Saanich Road, went to 
die' Saanich police station one 
evening last fall to help a 
friend and later noted be had 
lost his wallet. 

He went back next day and 
was told it had been found In 
the station and two officers 
had spent some time trying to 
find him. He then went lo an 
interview room where the 
wallet was returned and he 
signed a receipt. 

MeCallum said Downer pre¬ 
ceded him to the door as they 
left, calling him names, then 
blocked the door and hit him 
tNvice In the chest, causing 
MeCallum to stagger back¬ 
ward three or four steps. 

Downer and fellow police¬ 
man David McGregor, the 
only other persons in the 
room, said none of this haj>- 
pened.

MeCallum claimed he had not 
lost the wallet but “you guys 
are ripping me off.” 

Alder wondered why McCal- 
lum didn’t tell other officers 
at the statiOT he \%«s being 
ripped off. If McCallum’s 
story was true, he said, 
Downer would have been call¬ 
ing him names while walking 
ahead of him and ”a person 
doesn't abuse another with his 
back to him.” 

The judge noted MeCallum 
had changed small aspects of 
his story cn the stand.
